Sheet Metal Co ., o f 3898 Missio n Blv d., Po mo na, and 
his wife, Imo g ene, 5 4 , were burned bey o nd reco g ni­ 
tio n. They were identified by a daug hter, Mrs. Bar­ 
bara Sto ne, o f Desert Ho t Spring s. 
The Lig hts liv ed in Baldwin Park but were activ e 
participants in bo th the business and the so cial life 
o f the Po mo na Valley . They .were m em bers o f the 
Merry -Go -Ro unders, a La Verne based ro und dance 
club and the Fo o t ’n ’ Fiddle square dance club, also 
Df La Verne. 
They were spending the weekend at their 1 ,5 00 
sauare-fo o t mo untain cabin, kno wn as the “ Lig ht 
Ho use,” a structure well kno wn to their neig hbo rs 
frcm the beaco n which sho ne fro m the to p o f the 
ro o f. 


Riv erside Co unty firemen and Deputy Co ro ner 
Ro bert Drake had sev eral theo ries as to the o rig in 
o f the fire. One was that because o f the co ld weath­ 
er and the ho liday deco ratio ns aro und the ho use the 
po wer circuit was o v erlo aded, causing a malfunc­ 
tio n. 


Ano ther was that the stro ng nig ht wind blew a 
Christmas bu lb o nto the ro o f and a spark ig nited the 
wo o d. 
Ev ery thing ex cept the fireplace burned to the 
g ro und. The o ccupants were charred bey o nd po sitiv e 
identificatio n. 
Firem en said the p o sitio n o f 
the bo d ies sho wed 
that the o ccu p an ts tried 
to flee bu t they were o v er­ 
co me by the flames.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
st Congress, its early accom­ 
plishments 
largely 
oversha­ 
dowed by frustrations of the 
post-election session, has passed 
into history, only 19 days before 
a new House and Senate take 
over. 
Procrastination in the earlier 
months and refusal to gear its 
horse-and-buggy machinery to 
the space age created a session- 
end impasse which long hours 
and long talk could not over­ 
come. 
Adjournment came Saturday 
a f t e r n o o n after the Senate 
agreed to a House-passed reso­ 
lution shifting the debate over 
the supersonic transport plane 
to the 92nd Congress. The com­ 
promise allows funding of the 
1,8 0 0-mile-an-hour plane and 
continues

De­ 
p a r t m e n t spending through 
March 30. 
Some major bills lost in the 
adjournment shuffle were vic­ 
tims of such Senate filibusters 
as those over the SST and re­ 
strictions on the president’s use 
of troops in Southeast Asia.

session were long weekends and

background 
checked 
| by the jailer and signing a 


promise to appear in court. 
About 80 per cent of such persons 
appear in court — nearly the 
same percentage as those who 
are released after posting bond,' 
officials say. 
Those who aren’t released in­ 
clude persons with outstanding; 
warrants, persons arrested who 
demand to see a magistrate im­ 
mediately, habitual drunks, and 
persons who cannot or refuse to 
supply sufficient identification 
and personal background. 
‘‘The purpose of the program 
is to see that the average good 
citizen, who has never gotten 
into trouble with the law and 
then gets into a little trouble, 
gets some help,” said Deputy 
Chief Noel McQuown. 
Penologists have long advo­ 
cated such a system, saying the 
traditional concept of bail — to 
make sure the offender appears 
in court — favors the rich and 
penalized the poor.

Security and You 
Program Helps Aged In Public Housing 


By MARTIN E. SEGAL 
T h e 
Community 
Service 
Society 
of 
New 
York 
has 
recently concluded a two-year 
demonstration 
project 
called 
the Senior Advisory Service de­ 
signed to help the elderly living 
in public housing. 
Federal 
and 
local 
govern­ 
ments also participated in this 
experiment. 
Financing 
came 
largely from the National Insti­ 
tute of Mental Health of the 
United States Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
The New York City Housing Au­ 
thority cooperated actively. 
One of the primary objectives 
of the Senior Advisory Service 
was to make vital community 


services — such as health care 
and 
financial 
assistance 
— 
readily available to the lonely, 
neglected and often bewildered 
elderly in the hope of keeping 
them out of mental institutions. 
According to Arthur Garson, 
chairman of the 
Community 
Service Society’s Committee on 
Aging: “ Older people, when left 
to themselves, usually do not 
seek help until a crises has des­ 
cended on them, and then it’s 
often too late. That’s why our, 
mental hospitals are overrun by 
people who might have been 
kept functioning in the commu­ 
nity.” 
It is estimated that 50 peri 
cent of the 8,000 elderly who en­ 


ter New York State mental hos­ 
pitals each year are there pri­ 
marily because they could not 
maintain 
themselves 
without 
readily available 
health 
and 
welfare services. If they did 
have access to those needed 
services, they could live in dig­ 
nity on their own instead of 
being institutionalized. 
A second objective of the Sen­ 
ior Advisory Service was to de­ 
termine if elderly persons who 
have 
no 
professional 
back­ 
ground could be employed ef­ 
fectively as service workers. So, j 
the staff of the Senior Adivsory 
Service were carefully screened 
paraprofessional 
aged 
48 j 
through 60 who did not have1 


professional education in the 
field 
of 
social 
work. 
These 
workers were given in-servce 
training and on-the-job super­ 
vision, including back-up sup­ 
port from a professionally qua­ 
lified supervisor who helped out 
in critical situations. 
Four public housing projects 
in the South Bronx — one of the 
three most depressed areas in 
New York City — were chosen 
as 
the 
site 
of 
the 
demon 
stration. Nearly 1,000 elderly 
residents over 60 years of age 
live in these projects. Two oth­ 
er nearby public housing pro­ 
jects were chosen for the study. 
In these projects, too, the el­ 
derly residents received no spe­ 


cial services. After the two-year 
experiment 
was 
over, 
both! 
groups — those who received j 
services and those who did not i 
— were surveyed in an attempt i 
to learn if the Senior Advisory' 
Service had been successful. 
Five social service workers 
and one supervisor set up of­ 
fices in the four selected hous­ 
ing projects. Their method of 
s t u d y involved door-to-door, 
telephone and office contacts. 
The face-to-face personal con­ 
tacts were used as a way of ac­ 
quainting the elderly residents 
with the Senior Advisory Serv­ 
ice. These discussions also serv­ 
ed to establish a relationship of 
trust between the service work­ 
ers and the tenants. Such an at 
mosphere of confidence was es­ 
sential if the elderly were to be 
helped. 
The 
service 
workers 
dealt 
with many types of problems 


voiced by the tenants. In addi­ 


tion to linking the tenants to the

SACRAMENTO (AP) - As 
part of their increased security, 
state police have installed tele­ 
vision cameras in the state 
Capitol to scan corridors, Gov. 
Reagan’s office and the base­ 
ment. 


“ We felt we needed better 
surveillance . . . we’ve had diffi­ 
culty with tours and there has 
been some vandalism,” says 
State Police Chief Guy Oates, 
citing the need for protective 
measures. 


“ We’v e b een lu ck y so far, in 
v iew o f w h at’s b een h ap p en in g 
aro u n d th e co u n try .”

threatened to bomb state and 
federal buildings. Several small 
blasts have hit banks and police 
stations in California.

million feet of floor space we 
have in this facility, 
Oates 
said. 
Security reorganization at the 
Capitol began three years ago 
after a group of Black Panthers 
protesting a gun control bill 
walked into the building armed 
to the teeth with loaded rifles 
and handguns. No shots were 
fired. 
Oates recently r e v e a l e d 
the new closed-circuit television 
system that allows one man to 
scan six floors of corridors, 
Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s office 
and the Capitol basement. 
Oates said a separate set of 
cameras is being set up for 
R e a g a n ’ s personal security 
force so they can scan the im­ 
mediate area around his office. 
The main system of 16 ca­ 
meras feeds into a bank of 
screens in the Capitol state po­ 
lice office. 
There, video-tape 
machines can preserve events 
which could be used for court­ 
room evidence if needed, Oates 
pointed out. 
The state police force has 
grown from 57 to 75 in the past 
three years, with increased po­ 
lice training and recruitment of 
In addition, a 9 p.m. lockup 
instituted recently has closed 
the Capitol to the public for the 
first time in its history.

EDITORIALS 
Science Washes 
Out On NTA 


Scientists were the first to see and understand the 
problems of our environment. They called attention 
to the effects of chemical pollutants on the tiny 
phytoplankton which are the bottom of the ocean's 
life chain. They pointed out the hazards of carbon 
monoxide and other products of incomplete fuel 
combustion; and that detergent-borne phosphates 
feed the blue-green algae that steal oxygen from 
already dying lakes and streams. 
Scientists live intimately with nature. Their con­ 
cern is a natural thing and laymen should be grate­ 
ful for it. But the gratitude falls off when scientists 
speak — even on the side of the angels — in the 
name of science but without its reserve. The prompt­ 
ing of scientists sometimes causes individuals or 
groups to go off half-cocked — working for the bet­ 
terment of life, but without the conclusive evidence 
that was once such an integral part of the rigorous 
scientific method. 
That was the case with NTA. 
NTA, hailed as a successor to pollution-causing 
phosphates, was being phased into washday pro­ 
ducts by a number of major detergent makers. But 
recent research data shows that NTA contributes to a 
10-fold increase in birth defects and fatalities in rats 
and mice. Exit NTA as a phosphate substitute. 
The washday problem came to the forefront a 
number of months ago when environmental aware­ 
ness was at its peak. Detergent manufacturers 
found themselves in hotter-than comfortable water 
over their phosphate-containing products. 
Conservation-minded 
laymen 
and 
scientists 
pressed the industry. The industry' felt they had 
fought long enough and decided to switch, thus get­ 
ting conservationists “off our backs.” 
They had had some experience with nitrilotraicet- 
ic acid (NTAK). It aided the cleaning process, as 
did phosphates, and it caused no apparent environ­ 
mental damage. Still research was sparse and many 
scientists held concern over its long-term effects. 
Nevertheless, detergent manufacturers gradually 
began to substitute NTA for a portion of the phos­ 
phates in their products. When the danger of NTA 
was disclosed recently it was estimated that some 5 
per cent of all detergents contained the chemical 
and the industry was preparing for more. 
There was a glimmer of hope for eliminating 
phosphates from detergents but now, less than a 
year later, we find ourselves stewing in an old pot. 
independent scientists, backed by an anxious public, 
pushed for changes. Industry scientists, hoping for 
the best, took a chance... 
The chance did not pan 
out and we still have phosphates. Fortunately, no 
person is known to have been harmed. But thou­ 
sands of dollars and man hours were wasted. 
More than a few interested individuals should be 
looking at the NTA episode and asking, “What ever 
happened to the reserve that was once such an im­ 
portant part of science?”

All the girl got out of it was a husband and 50 per 
cent of the business.

Polish Riots 


Prove Jolt 
To Kremlin 


Strikes and “ bread riots’' in 
Poland were suppressed with 
the usual Communist brutal­ 
ity. 
But they led to the fall 
from power of Wladyslaw Go- 
mulka, Moscow’s trusted man 
in Warsaw. They were cer­ 
tainly a grim reminder to the 
Kremlin 
leaders 
and 
their 
East European puppets of the 
smoldering discontent in their 
Communist dictatorships. 
Red Stability 
After the Russian troops in­ 
vaded Czechoslovakia in 196S 
and crushed the liberal oppos- 
tion, 
Leonid 
Brezhnev, 
the 
Kremlin’s shaky boss, fore­ 
saw an era of stability in his 
Red empire. 
He was confident enough to 
court the West German “ fas­ 
cists” and sign a “ nonaggres­ 
sion” pact with Bonn’s Chan­ 
cellor Willy Brandt. He also 
encouraged Gomulka to con­ 
clude a similar pact with the 
Germans. 
Brezhnev saw these pacts 
as a m ajor diplomatic victory 
for 
Russia. 
He 
obviously 
hoped to draw credit for his 
“ successful” European policy 
at the much-posted 24th con­ 
gress of the Russian Commu­ 
nist party scheduled for next 
March. 
The dramatic events In Po­ 
land completely upset Brezh­ 
nev’s 
timetable. 
They 
also 
strengthened the die-hard po­ 
sition 
of 
Walter 
Ulbricht, 
East 
German’s 
Communist 
boss. 
It is Ulbricht’s contention 
that any relaxation of tension 
in Europe is bound to encour­ 
age opponents of communism. 
He fears the consequences of 
a rapprochement with West 
Germany on his domestic pol­ 
icy far more than the disap­ 
proval of Big Brother in Mos­ 
cow. 
The East German Stalinists 
h a v e 
reason 
to 
be 
dis­ 
couraged by the actions of 
their 
Soviet 
overlords. 
Ul­ 
bricht, 
after all, has been 
more loyal to the Kremlin than 
any 
other 
East 
European 
Communist leader. 
What irks him particularly 
is the contrast between East 
Germany’s enormous econom­ 
ic value to the Russians and 
the 
offhand 
way in 
which 
Brezhnev is treating him pol­ 
itically. 
But Ulbricht is an old con­ 
spirator in the netherworld of 
Red intrigue. He has powerful 
supporters in the Kremlin and 
among Russia’s m arshals and 
generals. 
Undoing of Leadership 
It is thus quite likely that 
the very success of Bresh- 
n e v ’ s 
negotiations 
with 
Brandt might be the undoing 
of the Soviet party leader. It 
was a sim ilar policy toward 
West Germany that former 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
lost his job. 
However, neither Ulbricht 
nor his friends in Moscow can 
turn back the clock of history. 
The fact is that behind the 
deceptive cloud of synthetic 
homogeneity imposed by Mos­ 
cow the nations of East Eur­ 
ope 
preserve 
and 
cherish 
their national 
and 
cultural 
traditions and individualities. 
Thhese have been obscured but 
not snuffed out by the Marx- 
ist-Leninist dictatorships. 


Name Your Weapon 
Yesterdays 


A Frenchman named Laurent “ has invented a 
new type of incendiary rocket based on the firing of 
a chamber filled with petroleum oil, which falls like 
a sheet and continues burning,” Scientific American 
reported awhile back. 
In an experiment conducted with the weapon, 
christened the “ Satan rocket,” a considerable space 
of ground was covered with a sea of fire. A general 
witnessing the test declared himself “appalled at the 
terrible nature of this engine of destruction” and a 
committee of artillery officers stated that in its opi­ 
nion “ no civilized nation could make use of these 
rockets except for reprisal.” 
The story appeared in the December, 18 70, issue 
of the magazine. 
The world can be thankful that the officers were 
right. In the century since then, no nation has ever 
made use of the “ Satan rocket” — by that name.

FBI Will Never Be Same Again 


When J. Edgar Hoover Leaves 


Our FBI-style field investi­ 
gation of J. Edgar Hoover 
has uncovered a batch of per­ 
sonal 
letters, 
signed 
“ Af­ 
fectionately” 
and 
“ With 
Love,” to an attractive Wash­ 
ington, D. C., widow. 
This is one of our startling 
discoveries about the F B I’s 
bachelor boss who last Friday 
celebrated his 76th birthday 
and, in May, will m ark his 
47th anniversary at the FBI. 


He has become such an 
awesome figure that Presi­ 
dents, members of Congress 
and newsmen alike have hesi­ 
tated to criticize him. With 
occasional 
exceptions, 
the 
press has been filled with out­ 
pourings of praise for him. 
We 
thought 
it 
was 
time, 
therefore, that someone pried 
into his private life in the 
FBI manner. 
Hoover is such a stickler 
for conventional morals that 
he ordered an exhaustive in­ 
vestigation of an FBI clerk 
who was accused by an infor­ 
mant of spending a night with 
his girl friend. The girl was 
subjected to an FBI grilling, 
and the clerk was fired for 
unbecoming conduct. 
Hoover himself treats the 
l a d i e s with 19th century 
courtliness. The only hint of a 
romantic interest is found in 
his personal letters to the late 
Muriel Geier who, according 
to local legend, was the inspi­ 
ration for Muriel cigars. In 
her youth, she was a stunning 
beauty who 
resembled 
the 
girl on the Muriel cigar label. 
T h e cigar 
people 
have 
heard the story that Muriel’s 
father ran 
the 
cigar 
con­ 
cession at the old Willard Ho­ 
tel and that a cigar m aker on 
a visit was so captivated by 
Muriel he named his favorite 
stogie for her. But the favor­ 
ed legend is that the Muriel 
cigar got its name from the 
daughter of a Little Rock, 
Ark., colonel. 
Hoover’s Letters 
There is no reason to be­ 
lieve that Hoover’s relation­ 
ship with Muriel Geier was 


anything but platonic. His let­ 
ters were personal but proper 
w i t h affectionate 
endings. 
When she was preparing for a 
European tour, he offered to 
arrange special treatment for 
her with the l T.S. embassy in 
Paris. 


Later, he wrote that he 
would send two FBI agents to 
escort her from New York 
City’s Kennedy airport to the 
Waldorf. He hoped to see her 
in New York, he added. In 
another letter, he wrote that 
he was “ sorry to hear” about 
her son’s difficulties and of­ 
fered to be of assistance. 


The son, Paul Geier, said 
Hoover 
had 
been a close 
friend and patient of his fos­ 
ter father, the late Dr. Fred 
Geier. Young Geier acknow­ 
ledged that Hoover had writ­ 
ten leters to his mother sig- 
n e d 
“ Affectionately” 
and 
“ With Love” but insisted this 
was a routine complimentary 
close for gentlemen of Hoo­ 
ver’s generation. Asked why 
letters were written only to 
M u r i el 
even before 
Dr. 
Geier’s death, Paul Geier ex­ 
plained that his mother had 
handled all the social corres­ 
pondence. 


Hoover was born in Wash­ 
ington. youngest of three chil­ 
dren, into the home of a ca­ 
reer civil servant and chris­ 
tened John Edgar. His par­ 
ents, 
Dickerson 
and 
Annie 
Hoover, were God-fearing folk 
who taught him the funda­ 
mentalism 
that 
still 
domi­ 
nates his philosophy. 
After his father died, Hoo­ 
ver brought his invalid moth­ 
er into his home 
and 
for 
years provided her with de­ 
voted care. Yet curiously, he 
contributed scarcely a cent to 
the care of his sister, Lillian 
Robinette, who also spent her 
last years as an invalid. He 
left all the cost and worry to 
her son Fred, then a lowly 
agent on the FBT payroll. 
When Fred’s wife became 
pregnant, Fred went into debt 
to hire a nurse for his moth­ 
er. An attorney, who loaned 


him $2,5 00, told us Robinette 
had tried to borrow the mo­ 
ney from 
Hoover 
but 
had 
been turned down. The neigh­ 
bors in Lanham, Md., where 
the 
Robinettes 
lived, 
also 
wondered why Lillian’s 
fa­ 
mous brother didn’t help out. 
But Fred, who quit the FBI 
in 
1951 
after staying 
long 
enough to win his 10-year pin, 
had no complaints. He told us 
that he neither sought nor ex­ 
pected financial help from his 
Uncle Edgar. For Hoover had 
carried the full financial bur­ 
den of his own mother’s care. 


It cannot be concluded that 
Hoover is tightfisted. On oc­ 
casions, he has reached into 
his own pocket to help out 
FBI agents in need. 


Edgar and Clyde 


His closest confidant and 
constant companion has been 
Clyde Tolson, long the No. 2 
man at the FBI. At 70, Tolson 
uphappily isn’t as durable as 
Hoover 
and 
is 
in 
failing 
health. Neighbors say the two 
men appear to take turns eat­ 
ing dinner at one anothers 
homes. 


Tolson also 
used 
to 
ac­ 
company the FBI chief to La 
Jolla each summer to attend 
the races at Del Mar and to 
get an annual physical check­ 
up. Their bills at the Hotel 
Del Charro were picked up by 
the late Clint Murchison, an 
oil millionaire. 
The Hoover image and the 
FBI have become so inter­ 
twined that the public can no 
longer easily distinguish be­ 
tween the man and the agen­ 
cy. 
For 
most 
Americans, 
from 
Presidents 
to 
house­ 
wives, Hoover is the 
FBI. 
This wedding of identities has 
brought him enormous power 
which he has used to build a 
great law enforcement agen­ 
cy. 
But J. Edgar Hoover is, af­ 
ter all, still human. The time 
has already passed when the 
nation should have paid Hoo­ 
ver 
his 
final 
m easure 
of 
praise then, perhaps sadly, 
replaced him.

President Retains 


Command of Military 


Those members of Congress 
who are seeking to ban the 
sending of American combat 
troops and advisers into Cam­ 
bodia, and who are insisting 
on a provision to that effect 
in the defense appropriations 
bill, have been told by some 
of the ardent advocates of 
such a restriction that they 
have restored “ the Senate’s 
role under the Constipation.” 


But, actually, If any Presi­ 
dent, as commander-in-chief 
of the armed services, feels it 
necessary to move troops into 
a country from which Ameri­ 
can forces in a nearby area 
are being attacked, he will do 
so no matter what the Con­ 
gress has written somewhere 
in an appropriations bill. 


First for U.S. 


“This is the first time in 
the 
history 
of 
the 
United 
States,” said Senator Frank 
Church, Democrat of Idaho, 
“ that Congress has underta­ 
ken to write a limitation on 
U.S. involvement in an on­ 
going war. It is the largest 
step yet taken in the restora­ 
tion of the Senate’s role, un­ 
der the Constitution, to in­ 
fluence 
American 
commit­ 
ments and i n v o l v e m e n t 
abroad.” 


But there is nothing in the 
Constitution that prevents a 
President of the United States 
from operating the Army and 
the Navy and the Air Force 
in a manner that will protect 
these services from attacks 
by an enemy based in neigh­ 
boring lands. Congress may 
“ make rules for the govern­ 
ment and regulation” of the 
armed forces, and it may ex­ 
press its opinion concerning 
commitments abroad. But it 
cannot 
interfere 
with 
the 
commander-in-chief in carry­ 
ing 
out 
whatever 
military 
operations are needed in the 
middle of a war. 


At present, Congress is on 
record in what is known as 
the “ Gulf of Tonkin Resolu- 
t i o n ’ ’ as authorizing the 
President to “ take all neces­ 
sary steps, including the use 
of armed force,” to assist 
countries to which the United 
States has a formal commit­ 
ment 
under 
the 
Southeast 
Asia Treaty. 


Congress may voice its feel­ 
ing that it would prefer not to 
have any American troops go 
into Cambodia, Laos or Thai­ 
land, and the President may 
well agree that he will try not 
to take such action. If an 
emergency 
develops, 
how­ 
ever, the President will have 
to think first of the safety of 
the American troops who are 


still in South Vietnam and the 
military situation as a whole 
rather than the technicalities 
of a constitutional question 
such as have been raised by 
the attempt of Congress to 
impose restrictions. 
In recent years, a theory 
has arisen in Congress that 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee 
controls 
foreign 
policy. Nothing in the Con­ 
stitution warrants this belief. 
It is true that a President 
should consult the committee 
and keep it informed about 
important steps being taken 
in foreign policy. But there is 
no requirement that a Presi­ 
dent, during a war, must di­ 
vulge secret information of a 
military nature to the legisla­ 
tive branch of the govern­ 
ment or obtain congressional 
approval for military move­ 
ments. 
In any war operation, plans 
must be kept secret until they 
are consummated. This was 
the case with the Cambodian 
expedition last spring, and it 
probably will be the sam e if 
another has to be undertaken. 
The argument as! to whether 
the Senate should have been 
consulted can take place af­ 
terwards and will produce the 
usual academic debate. 


Purpose Defeating 


If the opinions being ex­ 
pressed today in the Senate 
are taken literally, it would 
mean that no President could 
send American troops 
any­ 
where during a war without 
telling the Senate beforehand. 
Such information could reach 
the enemy, thus defeating the 
purpose altogether. 
The 
new 
bill 
may, 
as 
claimed, represent the first 
time in history that Congress 
has tried to write a limitation 
on U.S. involvement while a 
war is going on. But this 
doesn’t mean that Presidents 
of the United States will pay 
any attention to it if an emer­ 
gency warrants a different 
course 
of 
action. 
Military 
planning simply cannot 
be 
conducted 
in 
the 
open 
or 
operations be made subject to 
the consent of congressional 
committees. 
The position of those mem­ 
bers of Congress who insist 
on being told in advance the 
details of military activities is 
hard to understand. For the 
President 
has 
already 
re- 
c e i v e d 
f r o m 
Congress, 
through a joint congressional 
resolution, an affirmation of 
his authority to carry out the 
obligations and commitments 
made by the United States 
under 
the 
Southeast 
Asia 
Treaty.

Christmas tree: “ An Exaltation of Larks,” or “ The 
Venereal Game,” by James Lipton, a scholarly, 
whimsical work dealing with what we call “ collec­ 
tive nouns” —“ a gaggle of geese,” “ a flock of 
sheep,” “ a herd of elephants” and so on. 
Back in the 15th Century when the English lang­ 
uage was having a vocabulary explosion, scholars, 
clergymen, etymologists, and noble types simply 
made up collective nouns, many of which have dis­ 
appeared (to our sorrow) and many of which have 
been lost — to our small loss. Many that remain 
should get lost, too. 
The subtitle, “ The Venereal Game,” is a little 
joke of Lipton’s, taking his adjective from “ vene- 
ry,” the sport of hunting, from which most of the 
terms were drawn. It should not be confused with 
the OTHER one, which derives from Venus, goddess 
of love, which is pretty rotten, when you stop to 
think about it. 
W ith 
impressive 
erudition, 
Lipton 
examines 
classes of “ apparent original inspiration” for six 
groups of these — the sound of the creatures (a mur­ 
mur of starlings, a gaggle of geese); the animals 
characteristics (a leap of leopards, a skulk of 
foxes); their appearance (a knot of toads, a bouquet 
of pheasants); habitat (a shoal of bass, a nest of 
rabbits), comment on the animals (a richness of 
martens, a cowardice of curs); and sometices er­ 
ror by a scribe or printer, the most common being 
corruption of “ a shoal” to “ a school of fish.” 
A litter of pups, a swarm of bees, a bevy of 
beauties (the hunt?), a plague of locusts, a host of 
angels (from the Latin “ hostis,” army). In Part I, 
Lipton lists known “ terms of venery,” in Part II, 
unknown but authentic collectives — a murder of 
crows, a clutch of eggs, a pod of seals. 
Part III is the most fun, where Lipton records 
some of his own contributions and more recent addi­ 
tions of others: a piddle of puppies, a flush of nlumb- 
ers, a wince of dentists, a string of violinists, a 
fifth of Scots, a crunch of wrestlers, a fumble of 
checkgrabbers, a burrow of queens, a rash of der­ 
matologists, a shush of librarians, a brace of ortho­ 
dontists, a swish of hairdressers, a dilation of pu­ 
pils, a clock of photographers. 
I suppose there’s no law against adding our own 
terms of venery. Maybe “ an earache of Martha Mit­ 
chells” or “ a pollution of factories” or “a doze of 
TV shows,” How about “ a porno of movies” or “ a 
spouting of Spiros” or “ a raging of Reagans” or “ a 
surfeit of Nixons” ? 
Grab your pen and join the venereal game.
